4. Disqualification. — No person, — 


(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into Or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rale. 

5. Power to relax, — Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by 
order, for reasons to be recorded In writing, relax any of the 
provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category 
of persons. 

6. Saving, — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations 
and other concessions required to be provided for the Sche- 
duled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special cate- 
gories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the 
Central Government from time to time in this regard.

And whereas it is considered desirable to publish the said 
draft rules again for information of all persons likely to 
be affected thereby ; 

Now. therefore, the following draft rules further to amend 
the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules 1955, which

“A. 05,07 — Cloves (Laung) whole means the dried un- 
opened flower buds of Eugenia Caryophyllate Thumb. 
It shall not contain mor c than 5.0 per cent headless 
cloves by weight. The extraneous matter which in- 
cludes dirt, dust, mud, stones, pieces of wood, 
all other particles originating from the plant other 
tban cloves, tendril cloves (the floral peduncle of 
cloves) and penduncles shall not exceed 1.0 per cent 
by weight and the amount of insect damaged matter 
shall not exceed 5.0 per cent by weight, The 
cloves shall contain not less than 15 0 per cent (v)/ 
w of volatile oil. 

Explanation — (I) The term “insect damaged matter’’ means 
cloves that arc partially or wholly bored by insects. 

(ii) The term “headless cloves” means cloves constituted 
on only by the the receptacle and sepals”,

G.S.R. 1067, — In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
roviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
creby makes the following rules regulating the method of 
recruitment to the post of Law Officer, Metro Railways, Cal- 
cutta, namely : — 

1. Short title and Commencement.— (1) These rules 
may be called the Indian Railways (Law Officer, Metro Rail- 
ways, Calcutta) Recruitment Rules, 1980. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number, classification and Scale of Pay. — The number of 
the said post, its classification and the scale of pay attached 
thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 the Schedule 
annexed to these rules, 

3. Method of Recruitment, age limit, Qualifications etc — 
The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other 
matters relating to the said post shall be as specified in 
columns 3 to 13 of the said Schedule. 


4. Disqualifications : — No person, 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 

a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who having a spouse living, has entered into or con- 
tracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other part to the marriage 
and there are other grounds for so doing exempts any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to Relax : — Where the Central Government is 
of the opinion that it, is necessary or expedient so to do, 
it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing 
and in consultation with the Union Public Service Com- 
mission, relax any of the provisions of these rules with 
respect of any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving : — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to 
be provided for candidates belonging to Scheduled Castes, 
the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories in accord- 
ance with the orders issued by the Central Government from 

time to time in this regard.
